B ut in an 
unusual number of caso» increased sales 
appear to be the re.sult of som e yielding 
in prices, so that tlio average decline in 
prices of ail com m odities during the 
past week has been more than one-half 
of 1 per cent. 
Money continues in abundant supply, 
the m ovem ent o f products continues 
large, and the extraordinary expoi-ts in 
December, am ounting to alm ost §120,- 
009.000, against not quite §99,000,000 
last year, attract e.apecial attention. 
The foreign trade o f the country in 1891 
was greater in e.xports, and also in im ­ 
ports, than that of any' previous year. 
There is more business done in iron, hut 
the increase in the w eekly output since 
the unprecedeuted report o f Dec. 1, h,as 
.w eakened the price so that the Thomas 
com pany has reduced No. 1 anthracite 
50 cents, to §1~.50, and Bessem er iron ia 
50 cents lower a t P ittsburg. 
Bar iron ia 
dull at Philadelphia and w eak at Chi­ 
cago, and tlie m arket for plates is de­ 
m oralized b}’ tho 
large 
production, 
w h ile som e structural m ills arc short o.t 
work. 
C tlic r C ities. 
Reports, from other cities generally 
indicate a gradual 
increase 
in 
tlie 
volum e of trade. 
A t Philadelphia iron 
is quiet and coal dem oralized, b u t dry 
goods are m ore active and the grocery 
trade larger than last year. 
P aints, oils, glass and 'jew elry are 
quiet and chem icals steady. 
A t B.sUi- 
more the jobhnig trade is quiet but 
m anufacturing brisk. 
P ittsb u rg 
re­ 
ports finished iron w eak er, and m any 
flint glass works closed b y dull tr.ade. 
In dry goods there seem s to he rather 
less activity as to cotton goods, and in 
k n it goods som e dullness. 
Chothiers 
are conservative, and w aiting for indi­ 
cations of popul.ar fancy, and hence 
m en’s wear and the woolen trade are 
perplexing. 
Stocks on hand are short, 
but the demand is also short, apparently 
because the freaks of public fancy last 
year were such as 
to warn m anu­ 
facturers and clothiers against ovCr- 
hasty action. 
There is a better feeling in the wool 
m arket, however, at N ew York as at 
Boston, ,and cojitinuiug sales prove that 
m anufacturing has by no m eans ceased. 
Cotton is

Of course, foreign trade m akes the 
absent gold im ports som ew hat note­ 
worthy. - Exports from N ew York for 
four w eeks in January have been §11,- 
193.000, 42.9 per cent, larger tlian for 
samo week.s last j'car, w h ile in im port 
there has been a sligh t decrease, w liich 
w ould point to an excess of exports over 
im ports am ounting to about §32,000,- 
000 for the m onth, against §20,000,000 
la st January.

In Tacoma, W ash., for some tinie, on a 
visit,'aiid on ms rotnr.a started b,aak 
over tho Oregon Sliort Line. 
The road 
leads along tlio base of the inountaiiLs, 
and-the paB.»engers were enjoying a fine 
view tor som e distance, and everything 
appeared to be going on moeiy until 
suddenly it was -noticed that tho tram 
was gradually luoreasiiig in speed, until 
it fairly flew along the rails. 
The pas­ 
sengers began to get uneasy, but when 
they .saw'tlie conductor and hriUteinan 
rnsh frantically toward the front of the 
train, they' knew that som ething serious 
was tlio m atter. 
Faster and faster flew 
the tram , until it 
15ouudod from .Sid© to Sidr, 
at a fearful rate, and the frightened 
pa.sseiiger3 were thrown about the car 
ike so manv iiuppet.s. •• Trees and poles 
flashed hv, aml tiie tram was going at a 
clip of 100 m iles an hour, while it 
seemed only a m iracle wlitcn kept it on 
the track. 
Around curves it would

on their heads, w'hile tlioy were every 
m inute expecting to he dashed to pieces. 
The conductor soon di.scovered 'chat 
tlie engineer had gone mad.

passengers to hold their seats. The fire­ 
m an could not oe seen in the cab. and it 
w as determ ined to make an effort to get 
to the madm an before he sent the whole 
Triilii r,„n,l ofTcoplo to tllcrnlty. 
The coiidnctor-and hrakeinan crawled 
carefnlly along the tender and worked 
their w.ay into the engine behind the 
engineer, w lio stood w ith his head hare 
and Ins long hair flowing hack as he 
gazed aliead. 
m uttering to him self. 
W ith a blow the madman was laid to 
the floor, and the conductor shut off 
steam aud gradually bronglit (he train 
t o a standstill. 
The inadinan was se­ 
cured, and a dispatch sent back over 
the road .asking for inform ation regard­ 
ing tlie fireman.

at the last stopping place the engineer 
liad shoved tlie fireman from tho engine 
ju st as the train st.arted, and then put 
on full steam .

U nited States of A m erica in Con­ 
gress assembled, th at w henever the 
circulation of any N ational B ank, 
or an y portion thereof, sliall be sur­ 
rendered tlie Secretary of the Treas­ 
u ry shail 
thereupon 
jirepare 
an 
equivalent am ount of legal-ter.der 
treasury notes of the denom inations 
now piovided by law for N atioual- 
bank notes. T hey shall be a legal 
tender for all debts, public or private, 
and shall be paid out by the T reasur­ 
er of the U nited States in accordance 
w ith th e 
ajipropriations -m ade by 
Congress, or iu satisfaction of such 
dem ands against the G overnm ent as 
Congress m ay direct, and m ay he 
redeem ed in 
coin as local-tender 
notes now are. T he coin now lieid 
in the T reasury for redem ption of 
legal tenders sh all also be applied to 
th e redem ption of notes herein pro­ 
vided for. 
Section 2. T h at from and after the 
passage of this act no im port duty 
shall be levied or collected upon 
salt, lum ber, nails, cotton ties, bag­ 
ging for cotton, binding tw ine, far­ 
m ing im plem ents, ■wool, tin , glass, 
crockery, cotton and woolen goods of 
every description, and 
no im port 
d u ty in excess of tw enty per centum 
ad valorem shall be levied or collec­ 
ted upon any products m anufactured 
from iron. 
Section 3. T h at in order to m eet 
and cover any deficit in the neees.^ 
sary revenues of the governm ent 
w hich m ay arise from and follow the 
passage of this act, the Secretary of 
the T reasury is 
hereby authorized 
and directed to prepare legal tender 
treasury notes of like denom inations 
to those now issued in the sum of 
m illions, and to pay th e same 
to the creditors of the U nited States

T hat the treasury notes 
herein provided for shall be a legal 
tender for the paym ent of ali debts, 
public and private, and for the re­ 
dem ption thereof it sliall be the duty 
of the Secretary of th e T reasury to 
cause to he coinod a sufllcieut mim- 
ber of standard silver dollars out of 
the bullion in the treasury w hich, 
w hen coined, shall be deposited in 
the treasury to be used in such re­ 
dem ption. 
A fter a thorough discussion of the 
bill, it was unanim ously agreed by 
the A lliance m em bers to endorse it, 
and to present it as one of th e m eas­ 
ures desired by tiiat organization. 
T here is no inflation iu the bill, but 
a plan tp prevent contraction when 
N ational B ank notes are w ithdraw n. 
I t has no fiat m oney feature about it, 
for the notes provided fo rare recleem- 
abie in coin, eith er gold or silver, at 
the option of the G overnm ent. The 
second section provides for a rtdiic- 
tion of tax burdens by the placing of 
m any indisponsablo artioles of ueees- 
.sity upon the free list, and if this 
should result in a loss of rovoniie, 
th a t m ight c.aase failure to m eet ob­ 
ligations, the Secretary of the T reas­ 
u ry is authorized by the th ird section 
to issue T reasury notes sufiieient to 
m eet the dem ands of the Goverii- 
iiieiil, aud also w hat m iglit be needed 
to take Uie place of redred N ational 
Ban k uoies, These notes are receiv­ 
able for all dues, piibiio or private.

The following letter iroin H ou S. B. 
Scott, of B ussell.county, to-Mr. M. J . 
Jo n es, of M arvin, asking his views 
of T hird partylsm , w ill bo read w ith 
special interest:

H on. Jf. J. Jones—^^y D ear Sir; 
You ask m e -what I think of a T hird 
party. The question lias been fiut to 
me more th a u ’onee of late by good 
m en in difi'ereut parts of Soutlieast 
A labam a. Am ong tliese I m ay m en­ 
tion the popular and clever editor of 
the Ozark Star, bty views upon tiiis 
point liave alw ays 
been fixed and 
the same. I w ill give you substant­ 
ially, though more at leugtli tlie an ­ 
swer, w hich I have heretofore in v ar­ 
iably given to others. 
“ I am a D em ocrat. I have been a 
D em ocrat for the last half oeutury. 
D uring th a t tim e the strength of m y 
Democracy has been displayed in m y 
every political word and act. It 
w ill no t now be questioned by any 
one except a form alist or bigot—one 
who can only see evil iu every change 
of partjr policy, or every addition to 
party principle, however much in 
harm ony w ith the leading tenets of 
party faith. According to m y idea, 
true Democracy is both conservative 
and progessive. I t is at once anxious 
to save, and anxious 
to im prove. 
W hile it looks proudly back to w hat 
is acknowledged to be good in its 
(last, it looks longingly 
forward to 
w hat is suggestive of good ,iii its 
future. I t does not sutler its regard 
for things th at are old to prevent it 
from discovering m erit iu 
things 
th at are new. It never forgets th at 
the world moves, and w itii sucli m o­ 
tion conditions change. I t sees th at 
year after year )>ow i)olitioal issues 
are presented for settleineut, and 
now governm ental problems for so­ 
lution.

be 
silenced by the m ere diotuin ot any 
m an or set of ifien, 
but th at such 
claim s m ust be m et -with a liberal 
spirit of forbearance and toleration, 
and be fairly discussed and investi­ 
gated. This, aye, this, iu m y judg­ 
m ent, is true Dem ocracy—this is the 
Democracy w hich was taught by 
Jefierson and Jackson—and this, be 
it deliberately said, is'the Democracy 
of the masse.s of the people of this 
country to d ay ; and to it the leaders 
of the party are called upon to sub­ 
scribe, and in accord w ith it to act. 
In tikis way the unity of the party 
can be jireserved. 
Upon th is unity depends, a t th e 
South, tlie 
pei'mauence of wliite 
suprem acy. Upon the prem auence 
of w hite suprem acy 
a t the South 
depends, am oug other things, tlio 
success of the A lliance m ovem ent 
for reform . This unity, then, is dear 
to the Southern mem bers of th a t or­ 
ganization, botli as Dem ocrats and 
Alliautiem eu—in a word, as patriots. 
Ill the place of seeking to divide, they 
are seeking to streugtlien and solidi­ 
fy the party, of whicJi they, w ith 
their sym pathizers, m ake up nearly 
tlie whole rank and file. If any 
divi.siou should come, it m ust and 
ought to be charged, not to them , but 
to the politicians, who are striving

m ade by them . 'I'ne fanners of llie 
South lire Detiioerais true and tried, 
uncouquered 
and 
uuconquorakle. 
They have fouglit for the principies 
of th a t party fearlessly, persistently 
and vigorously, .sustained alw ays by 
an unw avering faitli in tlieir tru th 
and ultim ate liiiinipli. T hey pro­ 
pose, iu niy judgm ent, to die tlius
